I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for

There  were  26  live  births  (28  in  1962)  30  in  1961  and 

There  was  no  stillbirth.  One  infant  died  in  the  first 
in  1962. 


There  was  no  maternal  death. 

There  were  22  deaths  (35  in  1962,  33  in  1961  and 
27  in  i960).  Once  again  Cancer,  Cardiovascular  disease  and  vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  sytem  accounted  for  about  two  thirds  of  the  deaths.  These  are  the  common 
causes  of  death  in  the  Country  as  a whole. 


There  was  no  new  case  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the 
year  and  no  tuberculous  - death.  It  seems  that  this  disease  is  now  being  brought 
under  control  but  much  painstaking  work  remains  to  be  done  before  it  is  finally 
eradicated. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
Mr.  Williams  for  his  help  during  the  year  and  also  the  Clerk  and  other  council 
officials  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation. 

Finally  I wish  to  thank  the  Council  for  the  consideration 
and  courtesy  that  they  have  always  given  to  me.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


Supervision  and  advice  was  given  to  food  handlers  generally 
during  the  year.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  196,3 


DRAINAGE  - Representation  was  received  from  the  Dee  &.  Clwyd  Rivets  Board 
regarding  the  final  effluent  from  the  sewerage  works*  Arrangements  were 
made  to  have  samples  taken  and  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst. 

2.  VASTER  SUPPLY . A new  main  was  laid  from  the  service  reservoir  to  Ffrydan  Road, 
and  the  Council  have  undertaken  to  provide  a bulk  supply  to  Penllyn  R.D.C.  to 
supply  Llanfor,  Sarnau  and  Glanrafon. 

Four  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
placed  in  Class  1 - Satisfactory.  One  sample  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis, 
the  water  is  potentially  corrosive,  but  the  organic  condition  is  satisfactory. 

3.  CLELli  AIR.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under  the 
Clean  Air  Act  1356* 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING-*  Negotiations  for  leasing  extra  land  adjoining  the  refuse  tip 
were  completed  during  the  year. 

5.  NUISANCES.  Statutory  notices  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  had  to  be  served 
in  a few  cases.  It  was  necessary  for  the  Council  to  carry  out  work  in  default 
in  one  instance. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act. 

One  house  in  a unwholesome  condition  had  to  be  dealt  with. 

6.  CARAVANS.  No  new  licences  were  issued  under  the  Caravans  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  I960.  Two  licences  continue  in  force. 

7*  FACTORIES . One  new  factory  was  established  during  the  year  and  three  building 
sites  were  classed  as  factories. 

Aotion  was  taken  in  one  instance  to  provide  adequate  sanitary 

conveniences. 

g.  RfflENT  COJ'IIROL.  Treatments  are  carried  out  by  a part-time  operator  and  all 
treatments  are  free  of  charge. 

9.  HOUSING-.  Preliminary  steps  were  taken  regarding  the  proposed  Church  Row 
Clearance  area. 

Twelve  aged  people's  bungalows  and  six  houses  were  built  by  the 

Council. 

Three  standard  grants  and  two  discretionary  grants  were  paid 
during  the  year. 

10.  RENT  ACT.  No  applications  for  Certificate  of  Disrepair  were  received. 

11.  S LAUGHER  OF  ANIMALS.  The  following  numher  of  animals  were  slaughtered:-

Three  sheep  carcases  were  condemned  for  emaciation  and  one  for  oedema' 

Five  pigs  heads  were  condemned  for  tuberculosis.  Livers  and  other  minor  items 
not  involving  whole  carcases  were  also  condemned. 
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12.  UNSOUND  FOOD.  The  voluntary  surrender  of  canned  foods,  fruit  and 

vegetables  etc.  continued  and  were  disposed  of  by  burying  at  the  refuse  tip. 

13*  ICE  CREAM.  One  additional  premises  was  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ioe  cream.  One  establishment  continues  to  produce  ice  cream  by  the 
complete  cold  mix  method. 

14 • FOOD  HYG-IENF.  Pood  premises  were  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  forthwith 
upon  complaint.  There  were  no  prosecutions. 

15.  PUB II C_ BiiTH  5 . There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district.
